m attresses sold last year 
were extra long, extra wide, or 
both. 
One key to the spurt in king- 
size 
sales is the latex foam 
rubber m attress, which never- 
requires turning, 
and so elim­ 
inates 
the 
biggest 
complaint 
about the over sized jobs. 
While 
m aster bedrooms are 
bigger in modem homes, other 
bedrooms are apt to be sm aller 
—something’s got to give some­ 
where. 
So, with space at a premium 
here, bunk beds 
are becoming 
more and more popular. Some 
models 
boast built-in 
storage 
draw ers 
for toys, 
games, or 
even clothes—a real space-sav­ 
ing dividend. 
These beds use resilient foam

B y R .lL RAMSEY 
LAST W EEK, in ou r first les 
son on hindrances to Christian 
grow th, we considered the sins 
which spring u p from w ithin 
ou rselv es. Today we will be ex ­ 
am ining those forces from w ith­ 
ou t which ex ert pressu re u pon 
the C hristian in his spiritu al 
w ar to attain and m aintain the 
v ictoriou s life of the sou l. 
A C hristian life is not easy .

Shou ld we neglect this defense,

| lion of the gospel of peace,’

to 
paradox , u rging C hristians 
wage w arfare for peace. 
Abov e all, we m u st hav e the 
shield of faith. This is the basis 
of C hristian life, and the m ajiy 
‘‘fiery d arts” are qu enched by 
the shining shield of a bright, 
strong faith. 
Then we m u st don the “hel­ 
m et of salv ation” to keep ou r 
brain, ey es, ears, m ou th and all 
ou r senses from harm and m ake 
them keen in w arfare for Christ. 
A C hristian’s only offensiv e 
weapon is “the sword of the 
S pint, which is the word of 
God.” In the C hristian battle 
this is the only weapon we need

THE SECRET OF VICTORY OVER SIN AND EVIL 


Scripture— Ephesians 6.T0-I0; James 4;!-#; I John #.15-17.

jtion of the gospel of peace,” a 
LAST WEEK, in our first les- paradox, urging Christiana to 
son on hindrances to Christian 
growth, we considered the sins 
which spring up from within 
ourselves. Today we will be ex­ 
amining those forces from with­ 
out which exert pressure upon 
the Christian in his spiritual 
w ar to attain and maintain the 
victorious life of the soul. 
A Christian life is not easy. 
It involves a constant struggle 
against the diabolical, strong 
enemies 
who would keep us 
from fellowship with God in 
Christ and from eternal life and 
salvation. 
In such a battle. Christians 
must be stouthearted and cour­ 
ageous. in addition to being well 
protected 
a n d a r m e d . . . 
“strong in the Lord’’ and w ear­ 
ing His armor. The “armor” of 
w’hich the Apostle speaks is 
composed 
o f 
th e 
Christian 
graces, given to us by God to 
use and live by in the strug­ 
gle for spiritual life. 
God gives us this armor, but 
it is up to us to put it on. 
Should we neglect this defense, 
we alone are to blame, for we 
lack sufficient strength or na­ 
tural courage of our own to 
withstand that unseen power 


wage warfare for peace. 
Above all, we m ust have the 
shield of faith. This is the basis 
of Christian life, and the majiy 
“fiery darts" are quenched by 
the shining shield of a bright, 
strong faith. 
Then we must don the “hel­ 
met of salvation” to keep our 
brain, eyes, ears, mouth and all 
our senses from harm and make 
them keen in warfare for Christ. 
A Christian’s only offensive 
weapon is “the sword of th* 
Spirit, which is the word of 
God.” In th* Christian battle 
this is the only weapon we need 
to win the victory, "For the 
word of God is quick, and pow­ 
erful, and sharper than any 
two-edged sword” (Heb. 4:12). 
This full armor of God must 
be received by prayer, put on 
with p r a y e r , and constantly 
supported by prayer. Our faith 
in prayer should be built on the 
Holy Spirit, who prays with us 
and goes beyond all that we 
know to ask. 
In James 4, the Apostle warns 
of the evils accompanying un­ 
controlled passions for worldly 
possessions. Th# “lusts” he re­ 
fers to are unrestrained crav-

Which attacks the body, heart I ing.s and covetous desires which 
and mind, making evil seem 
attractive and its results pleas­ 
ant. 
These powerful a n d e v i l 
forces rule in the moral dark­ 
ness of this world They are nu­ 
merous and terrible beyond de­ 
scription. They begin at the 
individual level, seeking to in­ 
vade every soul and turn it 
from God. Wearing the whole 
arm or of God is the only way 
to withstand 
temptation 
and 
moral danger. With it we stand 
in courage, not fear, in strength, 
not weakness, in victory, not 
defeat. 
In describing th* arm or of 
God, Paul refers to the battle 
dress of the Roman legions, 
equating each piece with a spir­ 
itual quality that will protect 
the Christian in his battle with 
the forces of evil. 
F irst mention is th* girdle, 
which Paul calls truth. In a 
world filled with lies and dis­ 
honesty, the Christian must gir­ 
dle himself with absolute truth 
and sincerity. 
Righteousness and moral up- 
r i g h t n e s s are the shining 
breastplate, p r o t e c t i n g the 
Christian's heart. Our feet are 
to be shod with the “prepara- 


flnd root in our bodies and 
grow ever stronger, even when 
not gratified. Inevitably, they 
result in envy, fighting, open 
warfare with our brothers, and 
murder in thought if not in 
deed. 
To overcome 
these 
“lusts” 
for 
worldly 
possessions, 
th* 
Christian must humble himself 
amd make himself subject to 
the will of God. He is to resist 
the devil by taking a bold stand 
against temptations to worldli­ 
ness. He is to draw nearer to 
God with the assurance that 
He, in turn, will draw nearer 
the Christian and bestow His 
g r a c e u p o n him. He is to 
cleanse his thoughts and purify 
his heart, ridding it of its divi­ 
sion between love of God and 
love of worldly things. 
The brief passage from I John 
reinforces this t e a c h i n g of 
James. We cannot escape liv­ 
ing in the world, but we are not 
to fall in love with the world 
and worldly things. The world 
is doomed to judgment and will 
ultimately pass away, to be re­ 
placed by a new heaven and 
new earth, peopled by those who 
have dwelt in God and dona 
the will of God.
